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MILITIA LAW OF NEW YORK. 

An act to amend an act relating to the militia and pub- 
lic defence.—[ Passed May 11, 1835.] 

The People of the State of New York, represented 
in the Senate and Assembly, do cnact as follows : 

Sec. 1. The seventh sub:livision of the second sec- 
tion and title first, chapter tenth cf the revised statutes, 
shall be amended so as to read as follows: 

Sec. 7. Officers hereafter to be commissioned who 
shall serve as such in the militia of this State, or in 
that of any one of the United Siates, for the space of 
four years; but no such officer who may have served 
in the militia of this State shall be so exempt, unless, 
by his resignation after such term of service, duly ac- 
cepted, or in some other Jawful manner, he shall have 
been honorably discharged from his commission. 

Sec. 2. The fifth and sixth sections of the first title 
shall be amended so as to read as follows: 

Sec. 5. Every person actually employed by the year 
or season on board any vessel, or in the merchant ser- 
vice or coasting trade in this State ; all firemen attached 
to supply engines, and a}! other firemen belonging to 
any company in any city or village in this State, not 
exceeding twenty-four in number, attached to a fire 
engine, unless in cases otherwise especially provided, 
shall be exempt from military duty, except in case of 
war, insurrection, or invasion. 

Sec. 6. Every person actually employed by the 
year, month, or season, in any blooming furnace or 
glass factory, shall be exempt from military duty, ex- 
cept in cases of insurrection or invasion. 

Sec. 3. The tenth section of title second of the 
same chapter shall be“ammened so as to read as fol- 
lows: 

Sec. 10. Sergeant majors, quartermaster sergeants, 
sergeant standard bearers, drum majors, fife majors, 
and trumpet majors, shall be appointed by the com- 
manding officer of the regiment or separate battalion 
to which they shall belong, by warrant under the hand 
of such commanding officer, and shall hold their offi- 
ces during his pleasure. 

Sec. 4. The nineteenth and twentieth sections of 
title second of the same chapter shaJl be amended sv as 
to read as follows: 

Sec. 19. If the ofiicer causing the notices to be 
given shall not attend the meeting for the election, 
then the officer of the highest rank present, or in case 
of an equality of rank between two or more, then 
such of them as the majority of the electors present 
shall choose, shall preside at such meeting; and the 





officer issuing such notices shall cause the proper evi- 
dence of service of such notices on all the electors to 
be delivered to such presiding officer; and at meet- 
ings for the election of company officers, the company 
roll, carefully revised, shall in like manner be deliver- 
ed with such evidence. And if it shall happen at any 
election for commissioned officers, that legal notice 
has not been given to all the persons entitled to vote 
thereat, the presiding officer shall adjourn the meeting 
and cause such notice to be given. The presence ofa 
person entitled to vote at at any election shall be 
deemed a waiver of his right to take exception to the 
want of legal notice. 

Sec. 20. The presiding officer at any election for 


commissioned officers shall keep the polls open at least | 
one hour after the time appointed for holding the same. | 


He shall then publicly canvass the votes received from 
the electors for the officers to be elected, and shall 
forthwith declare the result, and give notice to every 
person elected of his election. If such person shall not 
within ten days after being notified of his election, 
signify to such officer his acceptance, he shall be con- 
sidered as declining the office to which he shall have 
heen chosen, and an election shall be held fora new 
choice, 

Sec. 5. The twenty-seventh and twenty-eighth sec- 
tions of the second title and chapter last named, shall 
be amended so as to read as follows: 

Sec. 27. The commander-in-chief may make such 
rules and regulations relative to appeals as he shall 
deem necessary and proper to give full effect to the 
provisions of the constitution and of this chapter. 

Sec. 28. Every officer duly co:nmissioned shall, 
within ten days after his commission shall be tendered 
to him, or within ten days after he shall be personally 
notified that the same is held in readinesss for him by 
any superior officer, take and subscribe the oath pre- 


scribed in the constitution of this State ; and in case of 
neglect or refusal to take such oath within the time 


mentioned, he shall be deemed to have resigned said 
office, and a new election shall be forthwith ordered to 
fill his place. The neglect or refusal of an officer 
elect to take such oath shall be no excuse for neglect 
of duty, until another shall be duly commissioned in 
his place. , 

Sec. G. After the word “belong,” in the last line 
of the thirty-seventh section of the second title and 
chapter last named, shall be added the following pro- 
vision: 

No officer shall be permitted to resign his commis- 
sion who shall be under arrest, or shall be returned to 
a court martial for any deficiency or delinquency; and 
no commanding officer of a brigade, regiment or sepa- 
rate battalion, shall approve or accept any resignation, 
unitess the officer tendering the resignation shall fur- 
nish satisfactory evidence that he has delivered all 
moneys in his hands as such officer, and all books and 
other property of the State in his possession, to his 
next superior or inferior officer, or to the officer au- 
thorised by law to receive the same. 

Sec. 7. The following sections shall be added to the 
second title of the tenth chapter of the first part of the 
revised statutes: 

Sec. 42. No person shall be allowwed to vote at 
any election for a commissioned or non-commissioned 
officer of a company unless he is an actual resident 
in the bounds of such company where he shall offer to 
vote, and actually liable to do military duty. 

Sec. 43. Ifany person offering to vote at any elec- 
tion for a commissioned officer of a company shall be 
challenged as unquallified by any person entitled to 
vote thereat, the presiding officer shall declare to the 
person so challenged the qualifications of an elector. 

Sec. 44. Ifhe shall state himself to be duly quali 
fied and the challenge shail not be withdrawn, the 
presiding officer shall then tender him the following 
oath : 

“You do swear (or affirm) that you are an actual 
resident in the bounds of the company commanded 
by ; and that you are liable to do military 
duty.”

Sec. 45. The commissioned officer who shall re- 
ceive a commission for any subordinate officer, shall, 
within thirty days thereafter, give notice thereof in 
writing, by mail or otherwise, to the person entitled 
to it.

Sec. 7. If any person, of whom such account is so 
demanded, shall refuse neve such account and names, 
or shall wilfully give a false account, he shall forfeit 
and pay $10 for every individual name that may be re- 
fused, omitted, concealed or falsely stated, to be re- 
covered by the commanding officer of the regiment for 
the use of his regiment.

In THE Micit1Aa Law, published yesterday, there 
are two provisions, to which we desire to call the parti- 
cular attention of our readers. ‘The first, in section 
46, authorises the commandant of any company or 
troop, to “put under guard, or commit to prison, for 
the day,” any of their company, appearing in unusual 
or ludicrous dresses, or with unusual arms or equip- 
ments ; and, in section 47, the like authority is given 
to any general, field or company officer, commanding a 
parade, with regard to any persons upon, or near, the 
parade ground, or other public place, wh@® the militia 
are under arms, who, ‘* by means of ludicrous disguise- 
es, dresses, arms, and instruments, or by any other 
means, shall disturb the peaceable and orderly proceed- 
ings of those under arms.” 

This provision will, we apprehend, put an end to the 
parades of the Fantusticals. 

The second enactment, to which we refer, is that 
exempting from jury duty, the commissioned officers 
of infantry in this city, provided they shall have actu- 
ally turned out at all the parades, during the year, du- 
ly armed and equipped, or have been regularly excus- 
ed therefrom, by the competent authority. This is a 
valuable exemption to infantry officers. 


We confess our regret, nevertheless, at seeing, as 
we do, in this new law, evidence that .the onerous 
and useless burden of militia duty, as now constituted, 
is still to be imposed upon the country. We had hoped, 
enough had been said on this subject, to show that a 
much more efficient system, than the present, at a 
much smaller sacrifice of time, money, and morals, 
might easily be devised. 





Minitia Rerorm.—We are pleased to observe that 
at the respective regimental elections, held on Monday 
last, the candidates in favor of a reform of the present 
odious and oppressive militia law, have in almost every 
instance succeeded. The people are, both in the inte- 
rior and in this vicinity, manifesting a determination 
to put down the system under which they have so long 
labored, and they will doubtless succeed. No one is 
in favor of it, except the few to whom it has been a 
source of profit.

MR. EVERETT’S ADDRESS AT LEXINGTON. 

We are glad to set before our readers a portion of 
this address, in which the circumstances of the Battle 
of Lexington are related. The discourse itself yields 
to none of the former efforts of its author, in eloquence, 
fullness or research, or adaptation to the occasion.— 
Boston Daily Advertiser. 

On Saturday, the 15th of April, the provincial Con- 
gress, then in session at Concord, adjourned to meet 
again on the 10th of May. It is probable that the in- 
telligence of this event had not reached General Gage, 
in Boston, when, on the same day, he commenced his 
arrangements for the projected expedition. 
nadiers and light infantry were relieved from their 
several stations in Boston, and concentrated on the 
common, under pretence of learning a new military 
exercise. At midnight following, the boats of the 
transport ships, which had been previously repaired, 
were launched and moored under the sterns of the 
men-of-war in the harbor. Dr. Warren, on his way 
home from the Congress on Saturday, had expressed to 
the family of Mr. Clark, his firm persuasion, that the 
moment was at hand when blood would flow. He 
justly regarded the military movements of the follow- 
ing night, asa confirmation of this opinion, and des- 
patched Colonel Paul Revere the next day, to this 
place, to bring the intelligence to Messrs. Hancock and 
Adams. They naturally inferred from the magnitude 
of the preparations, that their own seizure could not 
be the sole object, and advised the committee of safety, 
then sitting at West Cambridge, to order the distribu- 
tion into the neighboring towns, of the stores collected 
at Concord.

| them, and thus carried the alarm to Concord, The in- 
telligence sent by Dr. Warren to Messrs. Hancock and 


| Adams, purported that a large body of the King’s troops, 
(supposed to be a brigade of 1200 or 1500 men,) had 
embarked in boats from Boston. 
After the detention of an hour or two in Lincoln, 
the British officers were informed by Col. Revere, of 
all the measures he had taken to alarm the country ; 
and deemed it expedient for their own safety, to hasten 
back toward Boston. On their way toward Lexington, 
|they put many questions to their prisoners, as to the 
| place where Messrs. Adams and Hancock were residing. 
| As they approached Lexington, the alarm bell was 
ringing, and a volley was fired by some of the militia, 
| then assembling on the green. Upon this they hastened 
| their flight, and just as they entered the village, their 
| prisoners escaped from them. Colonel Revere repair- 
,ed to the house of Mr. Clark, and the general appre- 
|hensions relative to his distinguished guests, having 
|been confirmed by the interrogatories of the British 
officers, Messrs. Hancock and Adams were persuaded 
| with great difficulty, to withdraw from the immediate 
| vicinity of the road. On the return of Colonel Revere 
to the centre of the village, he met Captain Thaddeus 
Bowman coming up the road, in full gallop, with the 
| news that the British troops were at hand. 


| It was at this time, between four and five o’clock in 
|the morning. Three messengers had been sent dowu 
| the road to ascertain the approach of the British army. 
| The two first brought no tidings, and the troops were 
|not discovered by the third, Bowman, till they were 
| far advanced into the town. They had been put in 
| motion about seven hours before on Boston Common. 
| They crossed in boats, near the spot where the Court 
| House now stands in East Cambridge; and there took 
|up their march, from eight hundred to one thousand 
|strong, grenadiers, light infantry, and marines. They 

crossed the marshes, inclining to their right, and came 

into Charlestown and West Cambridge road, near the 

foot of Prospect Hill. It wasa fine moonlight chilly 

night. No hostile movement was made by them till 

they reached West Cambridge. The committee of 

safety had been in session in that place at Wetherbee’s 
tavern, and three of its distinguished members, Vice 
| Presidont Gerry, Col. Lee, and Col. Orne, had taken 
| up their lodging for the night at the same house. The 
| village, having been alarmed by Colonel Revere, was

| It was now perceived by Colonel Smith, who com-

barked. It was propagated by the alarm bell from vil- 
lage to village; vollies from the minute-men were 
heard in every direction ; and as fast as light and sound 
could travel the news ran through Massachusetts, I 
might say through New-England ; and every man, as 
he heard it, sprang to his arms. Asa measure of pre- 
caution, under these circumstances, Colonel Smith de- 
tached six companies of light infantry and marines, to

move forward under Major Pitcairne, and take posses- 
sion of the bridges at Concord, in order to cut off the 
communication with the interior of the country. At 
the same time also, he sent back to General Gage and 
asked a reinforcement, a piece of forethought which 
saved all that was saved of the fortunes of that day. 
Before these detached companies could reach Lexing- 
ton the officers, already mentioned, were hastening 
down the road, and falling in with Major Pitcairne, 
informed him that five hundred men were assembling 
on Lexington green to resist the troops. In conse- 
quence of this exaggerated account, the advance party 
was halted, to give time for the grenadiers to come up. 


And thus, fellow citizens, having glanced at all the 
other movements of this memorable night, we are pre- 
pared to contemplate that which gives interest to them 
all. The company assembled on this spot, and which 
had been swelled by the British officers to ve hundred, 
consisted in reality of sixty or seventy of the militia 
of Lexington. On the receipt of the information of 
the officers, and the movement of the troops, a guard 
had been set, as we have seen, at the house of Mr. Clark, 
the evening before. After the receipt of the intelli- 
gence brought by Revere, the alarm bell was rung, 
and a summons sent round to the militia of the place, 
to assemble on the green. This was done by direction 
of the commander of the company, Capt. John. Par- 
ker,—an officer of approved firmness and courage. 
He had prodably served in the French war, and gave 
many proofs, on this trying occasion, of a most intre- 
pid spirit. About two o’clock in the morning, the 
drum beat to arms, the roll was called, and about one 
hundred and thirty answered to their names ;—some of 
them, alas! whose ashes, now gathered in that deposi- 
tory, invoke the mournful honors of this day,—for the 
last time on earth. Messengers were sent down the 
road to bring intelligence of the troops; and the men 
were ordered to load with powder and ball. One of 
the messengers soon returned with the report that 
there were no troops to be seen. In consequence of 
this information, as the night was chilly, in order to 
spare the men, already harassed by the repeated alarms 
which had been given, and to relieve the anxiety of 
their families, the militia were dismissed ; but ordered 
to await the return of the other expresses, sent down 
to gain a knowledge of the movements of the enemy, 
and directed to be in readiness at the beat of the drum. 
About half the men sought refuge from the chill of 
the night, in the public house still standing on the edge 
of the green ; the residue retired to their homes in the 
neighborhood. One of the messengers was made pri- 
soner by the British, who took effectual precautions to 
arrest every person on the road. Benjamin Wellington, 
hastening to the centre of the village, was intercepted 
by their advanced party, and was the first person seized 
by the enemy in arms, in the revolutionary war. In 
consequence of these precautions, the troops remained 
undiscovered till within a mile and a half of this place, 
and when there was scarce time for the last messenger, 
Capt. Thaddeus Lowman, to return with the tidings of 
their certain approach. 

Anew, the last alarm is now given, the bell rings,— 
guns are fired in haste on the green,—the drum beats 
toarms. The militia within reach of the sound, has- 
ten to obey the cail, sixty or seventy ia number, and 
are drawn up in order, a very short distance in the rear 
of the spot on which we stand. The British troops, 
hearing the American drum, regard it as a challenge, 
and are halted at the distance of one hundred and sixty 
rods to load their guns. At the sight of this prepara- 
tion, a few of the militia on the two extremities of 
the line, naturally feeling the madness of resisting a 
force, outnumbering their own ten to one, and sup- 
posed to be near twice as large as it was, showed a dis- 
position to retreat. Captain Parker ordered them to 
stand their ground, threatening death to any mau who 
should fly,—but directed them not to fire unless first 
fired upon. The commanders of the British forces 
advanced some rods in front of their troops. With 
mingled threats and oaths, they bid the Americans lay 
down their arms and disperse, and call to their own 
troops, now rushing furiously on—the light infantry 
on the right of the church in which we are now as- 
sembled, and the grenadiers on the left—to fire. The 
order not being followed with instant obedience, is re- 
newed with oaths and imprecations, the officers dis- 
charge their pistols, and the foremost platoon fires over 
the heads of the Americans. Not one falls, and John 





Munroe, standing next to a kinsman of the same fami- 
ly name, calmly observed, that they were firing nothing 
but powder. Another general volley, aimed with fatal 
precision, succeeds. Ebenezer Munroe replied to the 
remark just made, that something more than powder 
was then fired, as he was shot himself inthe arm. At 
the same moment, several dropped around them killed 
and wounded. Captain Parker now felt the necessity 
of directing his men to disperse, but it was not until 
several of them had returned the British fire, and some 
of them more than once, that this handful of brave 
men were driven from the field. 

Of this gallant little company, seven were killed and 
ten wounded, a quarter part at least of the number 
drawn up, and a most signal proof of the firmness with 
which they stood the British fire. Willingly would I 
do justice to the separate merit of each individual of 
this heroic band; but tradition has not furnished us the 
means. A few interesting anecdotes have, however, 
been preserved. Jedediah Munroe was one of the 
wounded. Not disheartened by this circumstance, in- 
stead of quitting the field, he marched with his compa- 
ny in pursuit of the enemy to Concord, and was killed 
in the afternoon. Ebenezer Munroe, Jr., received 
two wounds, anda third ball through his garments. 
William Tidd, the second in command of the company, 
was pursued by Major Pitcairne, on horseback, up the 
north road, with repeated cries to stop, or he wasa 
dead man. Having leaped the fence, he discharged his 
guné@t his pursuer, and thus compelled him in turn to 
take flight. Robert Munroe was killed with Parker, 
Muzzy, and Jonathan Harrington, on or near the line, 
where the company was formed. Robert Munroe had 
served in the French wars. He was the standard-bearer 
of his company at the capture of Louisbourg, in 1758. 
He now lived to see, set up for the first time, the ban- 
ner of his country’s independence. He saw it raised 
amidst the handful of his brave associates; alas! that 
he was struck down, without living like you, venera- 
ble survivors of that momentous day, to behold it, as it 
dallies with the wind and scorns the sun, blest of hea- 
| ven and of men,—at the head of the triumphant hests 
of America! All hail to the glorious ensign! Cour- 
lage to the heart and strength to the hand, to which, in 
all time, it shall be entrusted! May it forever waive 
in honor, in unsullied glory and patriotic hope, on the 
dome of the capitol, on the country’s strong holds, on 
the tented plain, on the wave-rocked top-mast. Where- 
soever on the earth’s surface, the eye of the American 
shall behold it, may he have reason to bless it. On 
whatsoever spot it is planted, there may freedom have 
a foothold, humanity a brave champion, and religion 
an altar. Though stained with blood ina righteous 
cause, may it never in any cause be stained with shame. 
Alike, when its gorgeous folds shall wanton in lazy 
holiday triumph, on the suinmer breeze, and its tattered 
fragments be dimly seen through the clouds of war; 
may it be the joy and pride of the American heart. 
First raised in the cause of right and liberty, in that 
cause alone may it forever spread out its streaming 
blazonry to the battle and the storm. Tirst raised in 
this humble village, and since berne victoriously across 
the continent and on every sea, may virtue, and free- 
dom, and peace forever follow, where itleads the way! 
The banner which was raised, on this spot, by a village 
hero,* was not that whose glorious folds are now gath- 
ered round the sacred depository of the ashes of his 
brave companions. He carried the old provincial flag 
of Massachusetts Bay. As it had once been planted 
in triumph, on the walls of Louisbourg, Quebec, and 
Montreal, it was now raised in a New England village, 
among a band of brave men, some of whom had fol- 
lowed it to victory in distant fields, and now rallied 
beneath it, in the bosom of their homes, determined, if 
duty called them, to shed their blood in its defence. 
May Heaven approve theomen. The ancient standard 
of Massachusetts Bay was displayed for the confedera- 
ting colonies, before the SrAR SPANGLED BANNER 
or THE UNron had been flung to the breeze. Should 
the time come (which God avert,) when that glorious 
banner shal! be rent in twain, nay Massachusetts, who 
first raised her standard in the cause of United Ameri- 
ca, be the last by whom that cause is deserted; and as 
many of her children, who first raised that standard on 
this spot, fell gloriously in its defence, so may the last 
son of Massachusetts, to whom it shail be entrusted, 
not yield it but in the mortal agony!

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Deatu or Commopore HENtey.—Intelligence 
was received in this city on Monday, of the death of 
Commodore Jonn D. Hentey, who has for more 
than two years commanded our squadron on the West 
India station and Gulf of Mexico. The following is 
an extract of a letter written by an officer on the same 
day that this melancholy event took place. 


“U.S. Snip VANDALIA, 

“* Havana, May 23, 1835. 
“© An event of a melancholy nature occurred to us 
‘this afiernoon. Commodore John D. Henley, com- 
mander of the West India Squadron, suddenly expired 
,on board the ship; he had been in ill health for some 
| months, Lut not sufficiently so to alarm his friends.— 
| He yesterday afternoon went on shore for the purpose 
‘of riding out of the cily, and returned on board at sun- 
down, apparently as well as usual; but in the night 
had an attack of diarroea, for which our surgeon, Dr. 
Osborne, prescribed, little thinking him to be danger- 
ously ill. 

“1 was dining in the cabin, to-day, in company with 
Dr. Osborne, and Mr. Miller, the Commodore’s secre- 
tary, when, suddenly, a servant, attending upon the 
Commodore in his state-room, called to Mr. Miller, 
who, on entering it, requested Dr. Osborne’s attendance. 
We all suddenly arose from our seats, and on approach- 
ing his couch, found him in the agonies of death. It 
was so sudden and so unexpected that we were all 
astounded ; it has cast a gloom over us all. 

‘© We shall gail to-morrow morning with the body for 
Pensacola. 

‘Commodore Henley, as far as my observation ex- 
tended during our short acquaintance, was a kind good 
hearted man, and has left, as I am informed, an amia- 
ble family of children behind, besides his partner, to 
whom this will be an awful and severe stroke.” 








Commodore Henly’s family has resided in Washing- 
ton for a year past.

Ten months ago, in a northern city, I met a gentle- | 
man, Mr. O‘Connel, of the British army ; he was a} 
gentleman, indeed; well read, well travelled; he be-| 
jonged to the West India station, and told me a great | 
deal about details, change of posts, furloughs, &c., in | 
the British army and navy, where officers are encou- 
raged to travel. One of these days I will give the sub- 
stance of his remarks; I have not time now. The offi- 
cers of our navy, who are three and four years on 
shore, get furloughs to travel abroad whenever they 
ask for them; (and they deserve them, and profit by 
them.) At certain stations an officer of the army can- 
not get a short leave of absence, under six months 
from the time of application. It is unfortunate that 
our practice is copied from the British Regulations for 
a Regiment in Garrison, where a leave can be obtained | 
in twenty minutes. I intend these remarks for others : | 
I want no furloughs, for myself—no leavesof absence — | 
but others do ; and these indulgences ought not to de- 
pend upon influence and patronage. 1 am aware that} 
we are all obnoxious to official displeasure, when we | 
call in question supreme power: but, “I would rather | 
be a cat, and cry mew,” than be a fickle minister of 
injustice and caprice. Truly, benevolence and good 
intentions are as much appreciated in the army as else- | 
where ; and a wise officer should always consult the, 
feelings of those who can make or mar his fortunes, | 
A correct and an intelligent method of doing business, | 
on the basis of principle, and not of passion, is required | 
for us; and it is high time to have it, and we must have | 
it.

ORDNANCE SERGEANTS. 
Mr. Epvrrorn:—On reference to the “ Organization 


|of the Army of the United States,”’ as exhibited in the 


official Army Register for 1835, it will appear that the 
ordnance sergeants aie a component part of the Ord- 
nance Department, and this, doubtless, has caused 
many officers to communicate with the chief of that 
corps relative to the enlistment, clothing, &c., &c., of 
the ordnance sergeants under their command. 
Whatever may have been the intention of those 
who framed the law of the 5th April, 1832, (the third 
section of which authorises the selection and appoint- 
ment of ordnance sergeants,) or the construction 
which has been given to that Law at Head Quarters, 
I do not pretend to say; but for the information of 
those who may have drawn erroneous conclusions in 
consequence of the ordnance sergeants being included 
in the aggregate of the Ordnance Department, it is 
stated that they are not under the control of that de- 
partment, in any shape or form, except two or three of 
them who are in charge of ordnance and ordnance 
stores, where there are no other soldiers stationed.

THE RECEPTION OF THE FRENCH Bric or War 
at New Yorx.—During the recent debate in the 
French House of Deputies, allusion was made to the 
exhibition of popular rage on the arrival of the French 
brig of war at New York. The Minister of Marine 
in reply, read one of the despatches from the Captain. 
The following is an extract :— 

«‘[ remained in New York until the 11th of March, 
subject to the orders of the Charge d’A flaires of France, 
at whose disposal your Excellency had placed me, not 
wishing to despatch me before the end of the session 
of Congress, which took place the 4th of last month. 


During my stay in New York, I only found among the_ 


rich and well bred inhabitants sympathy and affection 
for France; they expressed to us all possible regard 
and obliging hospitality the most benevolent can ex- 
hibit in the most friendly manner. Half an hour before 
I left the East river,an American schooner of war, 
which was not ignorant of the hour at which I was to 
set sail, got under way. I met her crossing my route 
ata league from our anchorage, and when she was 
within cable’s length from us, she hoisted the French 
flag at her foremast, and fired seven guns, which were 
answered immediately by us. She kept the French 
flag hoisted until we were out of sight. 1 then per- 
ceived the American frigate Constitution towed by 
two steamboats, bound to New York. When I had 
reached her near enough, I saluted the Commodore 
with 13 guns, which -he returned me immediately, 
guo for gun.” 





Tar Femace Sairor.—The Lord Mayor of Lon- 
don, it will be recollected, wrote to the county of 
Donegal, to the father of Ann Jane ‘Thornton, whose 
remarkable adventures were detailed a short time ago 
in the newspapers.
